They are 
in charge of Gen. L. B. Webb, the genial In- 
dian Agent, and are accompanied by B. G. 
Armstrong, interpreter for the Indians, and 
Joseph Gurnoe, interpreter for the Govern- 
ment. The names of the delegates, who are 
all Chiefs, are as follows: Antoine, The Buf- 
falo; N'aw-gaw-nah, The Foremost Sitter; 
Aw-monse, The Little Bee; Au-ke-wen-zee, 
The Old Man; A-daw-we-go-zhig, On Both 
Sides the Sky; Keesb-ke-taw-wng, The Cut 
Ear; O-be-gwod, The Side; Me-zhe-naw-wag, 
The Messenger. These Chiefs, with their 
ipolysyllabic but characteristic and descriptive 
uames, are on their way to Washington for an 
interview with their Great Father, relative to 
an amendment of their treaty with the United 
States, by which they may gain permanent 
possession of the lands they occupy for them- 
selves and their children, without any reserva- 
tions. They are fine specimens of men physi- 
cally and rank high in intelligence.

Prairie Grove— An Incident.— A most 
thrilling incident of the late terriole fight at 
IPrairie (trove is thus related by Lient. Will.

Four bullets 
passed through the cuff of »[ shirt sleeve, 
but tbey could not wound the hand that held 
the old fla g."— Peoriajlll.)

The Rebel Secretary or the Navy in 
Hot Water.— In the advertising columns of 
the Richmond Whig we find a Ioijk commu- 
nication, signed "Amicus, ' which reflects se- 
verely on S. R. Mallorv, the rebel Secretary of 
the Navy, for his conduct in a certain court- 
martial case, in which Dr. Garnet, formerly of 
the I'nited States navv, was accused of some 
breach of navy discipline, and for conduct 
unbecoming in an officer and a gentleman. 
The Secretary of the Navy convened a court, 
consisting of Commodore iioilins, Captains 
Sterrett and Chatard, Lieutenant* Command- 
ing Spottawood and Barney, Surgeons W.

Mr. Mallory then, in a 
special order, rebuked the court for finding 
sueh a verdict; and Dr. Garnet's friends, in 
.return, pay their compliments to the Secre- 
itary of the Navy, through the columns of the 
.daily papers. 



The Hon. Thornton F. Marshall's Resold 
tions. — The following resolutions were intro- 
duced in the Kentucky Senate on the 28th 
inst., and referred to the Committee on Fede- 
ral Relations: 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, 

1. That although this Commonwealth has 
been engaged in aiding the Federal Govern 
ment to suppress armed rebellion against its 
authority, it is our duty, by every legitimate 
means, to keep the President of the United 
States, in all his acts, within the limits of the 
Constitution, if we would preserve for our- 
selves and our posterity the blessings secured 
to us by our admirable 6ystem of government 
State and Federal. 

2. That the Federal Government is one of 
limited and delegated powers; and all powers 
not granted to it by the Constitution nor pro- 
hibited by the Constitution to the States, are 
reserved to the Stales respectively, or to the 
people. Any claims of power on the part of 
said Government, which infringes upon the 
well-defined guards of constitutional liberty 
must arouse the jealousy of a free people; and 
it is as much a departure from the Constitu 
lion, and almost as dangerous in its tenden 
ciea, for one department of the Government to 
infringe upon the province, and assume the 
powers delegated to another department, as it 
is to assume powers that have never passed 
from the people to the Government. 

3. That we view with apprehension and 
alarm the claim set np by the President of the 
United States, by hh) proclamation, under an 
assumed war power, or "military necessity,'' 
to change the domestic relations of communi- 
ties, aud repeal laws guaranteeing tho rights 
of property in whole States and districts, 
whether that property belongs to the loyal or 
disloyal, the combatant or non-combatant. 
As this alleged power is limited only by the 
will and discretion of him who exercises it, 
there is no conceivable form of outrage upon 
individual rights or public interest that can- 
not be perpetrated under it. All legitimate 
war power is subordinate to the Constitution. 
Any other doctrine would give to one man, in 
time ol war, power co-extensive with his will, 
or, in other words, despotic power, would 
yield to the Executive alone, what, by the 
Constitution, Congress, ani the Executive 
combined cannot do. Kentucky cannot give her 
countenance and support to a doctrine so ab- 
horrent to the true friends of the Government 
of the United States, who desire its perpetui- 
ty and the perpetuity of the Union; and we 
hereby solemnly protest against its execution, 
in the name of a sovereign State. 

4. That to make emancipation the object of 
tho war would be not only to violate the Con- 
stitution, but to use th« treasure and blood of 
this country to carry oot political views, the 
dread of the execution of which, to a great 
extent, produced tho war; would be in bad 
faith to the nation, and especially to those 
who have freely given of their wealth, and 
voluntarily offered their lives to the Govern- 
ment, after that Government had, of its own 
accord, put on record tbe solemn declaration 
that the war was not to be prosecuted for the 
purpose of overthrowing the established insti- 
tutions of the Stales, noreover, the sudden 
liberation of millions of negro slaves, without 
property, without hornet, without education, 
industry or enterprise sufficient to provide for 
themselves, cannot beneit either, the black or 
the white man. Two distinct races of men of 
different color, who cannot, by any means, 
be brought into social equality, cannot long 
exist in the same locality, in large and in- 
creaiug numbers, without one race becoming 
subject to the other. W» cannot violat-j the 
rules of civilized warfare by inviting or en- 
couraging servile insurrection, which, after 
bearing, its bitter fruits of indiscriminate 
slaughter, mu3t inovitably end in the exter- 
mination of the servile race. Every consider- 
ation of duty aud humanity forbids it. 

6. That negroes, free or slave, are not citi- 
zens of the United States, nor do they consti- 
tute the militia which the Constitution author- 
izes to be called forth "to execute the laws of 
the Union, suppress insurrection, and repel in- 
vasion." In the Constitution or^Kentucky, 
negroes^ mulattoes, and Indians are expressly 
excepted, and it is believed that it is similar, 
in this respect, to other State Constitutions. 
So much of the proclamation, therefore, which 
authorizes negroes to he received into the 
"armed service of the United States," is un- 
wise, impolitic, unconstitutional, aud tends 
to the destruction of our common country. 

6. That the question of emancipation of the 
slaves of Kentucky is one of exclusively State 
concern. Our people are satisfied with the 
domestic institutions of the Statu as they now 
exist, and as they have existed since the form- 
ation of the State Government. They do not 
desire to liberate the slaves of the State, either 
with or without compensation, and do not 
wish to be taxed to pay for those which other

and of the people are due, and are hereby ten- 
dered to our Senators aud Representatives in 
Congress, forthe watchful vigilance with which 
they have, from time to time, combated the 
dangerous and unwarranted measures which 
have beeu proposed, and too often adopted by 
the Executive anil Legislative Departments of 
the Government. . 

8. That Kentuckv, ever loyal to the Con- 
stitution and the Union, does not look to se- 
cession as a remedy for any of tbe evils of 
which she so justly complains, but devoted 
now, as ever, to the perpetuation of the "Con- 
stitution as it is, and the Union asit was," will 
notdespairol tbe Republic as leng as that motto 
forms, as it does now, the ralying-cry of a 
large majority of the million! of American 
freemen of the North. At the lame time, she 
anxiously desires a speedy settlement of tbe 
unnatural strife which has so loug been pend- 
ing between those who should he bretnren; 
and. to that end, would hail theearliest dawn- 
ing of a spirit of concession and compromise, 
and, if necessary, the declaration of an armis- 
tice by the belligerents at the first moment 
negotiation becomes practicable. 

9. That we view with pride and exultation 
the noble and self-sacrificing spirit which in- 
duced the many thousands of our citizens to 
volunteer in a war to restore our country to 
its former integrity unimpaired. To this end 
they have gallantly battled, and many nobly 
died. We are proud, as Kentuekians, of their 
reputation and valor, and tender our thanks 
to tho survivors, and heartfelt sympathy to 
the friends and relatives of those who have 
fallen. 

10. That a copy of these resolutions be for- 
warded to the President of the I'nited States, 
to our Senators and Representatives in Con- 
gress, and the Governors of the several States.

These de- 
cided avowals of hostility to their cherished 
peculiaritied of courso provokes the deepest 
indignation of Ui. Mormon community and 
the result has beeu thai the legislature has re- 
fused to publish the mfissa^ being instead 
boldly announced that the "church authori- 
ties " have decided that it shall not be issued 
from the press at the capital at all, andthat 
if possible 1 , it shall be suppressed altogether 
Of course, the only result of this opiiosition 
will be to widen the demand for tbe document 
thus suppressed, and, indeed, its publication 
by thousands of copies is already said to be 
prov"itt*4 f° r ^5' anti-Mormon citizens.

A Race Between Steam a.vi> Electricity. 

Old Wash. S is known by almost everv 

railroad engineer, at least by reputation. A 
better engineer I jiever knew. But Wash, 
had one failing — he would drink; and, if he 
was particularly elated with any good fortune, 
he was sure to get full of whisky; and though 
in that state never known to transgress the 
rules of the road by running on another 
train's time, still he showed the spirit which 
controlled him by running at a terrible rate of 
speed. At one time the company purchased a 

couple of engines for the E road, on 

which Wash, was running. These engines 
were very large, and were intended to be very 
fust, being put up ou seven-foot wheels. 

From the circumstance of their being 
planked between the spokes of their "drivers, 
that is, having a piece of plank set in between 
the spokes, the "boys" used to call them the 
"plank-roads." They were tried, and though 
generally considered capable of making "fast 
time" under favorable circumstances, they 
didn't suit that road; so they were condemned 
to the "gravel-pit," until they could receive 
an overhauling, and be "cut down" a foot or 
two. Wash, had always considered that these 
engines were much abused, and had never 
received fair treatment; so he obtained per- 
mission of the superintendent to take one of 
them into the shop and repair it. 

At it he went, giving tho engine a thorough 
overhauling, fixing her valves for the express 
purpose of running fast, and making many 
alterations in minor portions of her machine- 
ry. At last he bad the job completed, and 
took her out on the road. After running one 
or two trips on freight trains to smooth her 
brasses, and try her working, ho was "chalk- 
ed' for the fastest train on the road, the B 

express. The "boys" on tbe road were anx- 
ious for the result, for it was expected that 
"Old Wash." and the "plank-roadcr " would 
"astonish the natives" that trin. 

Wash, imbibed rather freely, and was some- 
what under the influence of liquor when the 
leaving time of his train came, though not 
enough to be noticed; but as minute after 
minute passed, and the train with which it

How fast that was 
no one knew, but her seven-foot wheels 
promised a near approach to flying. 

At last they started, and 1 freely confess that 
I nover took as fast a ride in my life. (Wash, 
had got me to fire for him). Keeping time 
was out of the question as far as I was con- 
cerned, for 1 bad my hands full to keep the 
"fire-box" full and hold my hat on. We had not 
ruu more than ten miles, before the brakeman, 
ordered by the conductor, put on the brakes, im- 
peding our apeed somewhat, but not stopping 
us, for we were on n heavy down grade, and 
Wash, hail her "wide open," and working 
steam at full stroke. At last the conductor 
came over and begged Wash, not to run so 
fast, for the passengers were half scared out of 
their senses. Wash, simply pointed to the di- 
rections to use all "due exertion" to make up 
time, and never shut off a bit. So on we flew 

to B , 40 miles from where we started, and 

the first stopping place for the train. 

Here tbe conductor came to Wash, again 
and told him if he did not run slower the 
passengers were going to leave. Wash, said 
'Let them leave," and" gave no promises. 
Some of them did leave, so also did one of 
tbe brakemen, and tbe baggage-man; awny 

we went without them to U , where a mes- 

Eage from bead-quarters was awaiting us, tell- 
ing them to take Wash, from the engine and 
put another man on in his place. I told him 
of the message, and picking up his coat, he got 
off and staggered to a bench on the stoop of 
the depot, where he laid down, seemingly to 
sleep. I started back to the engine, but Wash, 
called after me, and asked me "how we got 
the orders to take him off?" I told him "by 
telegraph." "Humph," said he, rolling 1 over, 
"wish I bad knowu that, the confounded de- 
spatch never should have passed me I ' — Trips 
in the Life of a Locomotive Engineer. 

Majoh-Geseiial Joseph Hooker. — The 
new commander of the Army of the Potomac 
is a native of Massachusetts, and was born at 
Old Hadley, in 1816, being now forty-seven 
vears old. He entered We6t Point in 1833, 
Lis appointment being charged to that State. 
In 1837 he received his appointment of Second 
Lieutenant of artillery. In Februan, 1838, 
he was appointed Assistant Commissary of 
Subsistence, and promoted to a First Lieuten- 
ancy. From July to October, 1841, he acted 
as A'ljUhip* f& ()-• Military Academy, and 
from 1841 to 1845 he ranked ad Regimental 
Adjutant. When the war with Mexico broke 
out he was appointed Aide-derOamp La Gen. 
Hamer, and displayed so much gallantry that 
he was breveted as Captain. He particularly 
distinguished himself at Monterey. In the 
early part of 1847 he was made Assistant 
Adjutant General, with the rank of Captain. 
For his sagacity and courage at the National 
Bridge, he was breveted Major, and soon after, 
at Chapultepec, rendered himself so conspicu- 
ous that he was breveted Lieutenant-Colonel. 
The war ended, he withdrew from the service 
aud emigrated to California, where he engaged 
in commerce, with but moderate success. 

At the breaking out of the rebellion he con- 
sidered that the education he had received at 
the expense of his country was a sacred trust, 
and immediately offered his services to the 
Government, who, aware of his abilities, ap- 
pointed him Brigadier-General of volunteers, 
on the 17th of April, 1861. He wus placed in 
command of a br gade, which formed part of 
the Army of the Potomac. Subsequently he 
was put at the head of a division and sta- 
tioned io South Maryland, where he remained 
till February last. He was now placed in 
command of the fighting aivi»ioa Mr excel- 
lence of tbe army, including Sickles splendid 
Excelsior Brigade, and at \\ illiamsburg, Sev- 
en Pines, and Fair Oaks showed how worthy 
he was of that proud position. Tie next dis- 
tinguished himself during the seven days' 
contest, and afterward under General Pope 
Defore Washington, and under McClellan in 
Maryland. He fought bravely at South Moun- 
tain and Amietam, at whiph latter place he 
was wounded in the foot. When he had re- 
covered from bis wound sufficiently to take 
the field iu a litter, be did so, and was made 
Commanding General of the 5th army corps. 
On the 14th of November, 18G2, he was placed 
in command of the centre grand division of 
General Burnside's army in Virginia. His 
promotions have thus taken place: On July 
4, 1862, he was promoted to a Major-General- 
ship of volunteers, and on the 20th of Sep- 
tember, 18G2. was appointed a Brigadier-Gen- 
eral-of the regular army, in the place of Gen. 
Mansfield, deceased.

[PCULIC— No. 9.] 

An Act making appropriations for tho sup- 
port of the Military Academy for the year 
ending the thirtieth of June, eighteen hoa- 
dred aud sixty-four. 

Be it cnaated by tlu Senate and Howie of 
Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That the following sums 
be and" the same are hereby appropriated, out 
of any money in tho Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated, for the support of the Military 
Academy for the year ending the thirtieth of 
June, eighteen hundred and sixty-four: 

For pay of officers, instrnctors, cadets, and 
mnsieians, one hundred and seventeen thou- 
sand one hundred and seventy-six dollars. 

For commutation of subsistence, five hun- 
dred and forty-seven dollars and fifty cents. 

For pay inn lie of clothing*to officers' ser- 
vants, three thousand six hundred aud seven- 
ty-three dollars and fifty cent*. 
" For current and ordinary expense", as fol- 
lows: repaira and improvements, fuel and ap- 
paratus, forage, postage, telegrams, stationery, 
transportation, printing, clerks, miscellaneous 
and incidental oxpenses, and departments of 
instruction, thirtv-nine thousand seven hun- 
dred and five dollars. 

For gradual increase and expense of library, 
one thousand dollars. 

For expenses of the board ofvlsitors, four 
thousand dollars. 

For forage of artillery and cavalry horses, 
five thousand dollars. 

For supplying horses for artillery and cav. 
airy exercise, one thousand dollars. 

For repairs of officers' quarters, ono thou- 
sand five hundred dollars. 

For targets and batteries for artillery exer- 
cise, one hundred dollars. 

For furniture for hospital for cadets," one 
hundred dollars. 

For annual repairs of gas pipes nnd retorts, 
three hundred dollars. 

For kitchen of cadets' mess hall, two thou- 
sand dollars. 

For furniture for soldiers' hospital, two hun- 
dred and ninety-two dollars. 

For replacing roofs of academic btiilding-i, 
four thousand dollars: Provided, That the 
walls of said buildings are, in the opinion of 
the superintendent, strong enough to bear the 
weight of a slate roof. 

For fire apparatus, three thousand dollars. 

Approved, January 23, 1863. 

Supplies for tue French Army in Mex- 
ico. — On Friday the President communicated 
to tbe Senate the correspondence between tbe 
Mexican Minister at Washington and Mr. 
Secretary Seward ou the subject of supplying 
the French in Mexico'with provisions and mu- 
nitions. Trs telegraph supplies tbe following 
synopsis of the correspondence: 

"The Mexican Minister, Senor Romero, in 
the first letter, asks the Government to pre- 
vent contraband shipments purchased by the 
emissaries of the commander of the French 
expedition from leaving tho ports of the Uni- 
ted Stales. 

'Mr.Seward replies, referring the Minister to 
a letter from the Secretary of the Treasury, 
from which it appears that no intervention 
with the mission of the French officers is con- 
templated by the Treasury Department — a de- 
cision in conformity with precedents and with 
the rules of international law governing tbe 
case. Citations from Hamilton, Webster, and 
Kxecutive documents are given. Senor Ro- 
mero expresses pain and surprise at such de- 
cision acquiesced in by the Secretary of State. 
He quotes Vattel, not to teach to Government 
of the United States, but to give his opinion 
of the impropriety of allowing either belliger- 
ent to provide itself with means of warfare in 
a neutral nation, and reviews the casea cited 
by Mr. Seward. He refers to the alleged ship- 
ping of the provisions by merchants of Now 
York to tho French army near Vera Cruz, and 
to his calling the attention of Mr. Seward to 
those facts, who replied that the United States 
lid not recognize a state of war existing be- 
tween Mexico and tho allies, as there had been 
no declaration of war, and therefore, the United 
States could not be governed in their conduct 
by the rules of neutrals. 

''He further stated that subsequently he mafle 
application to the Secretary of the "Treasury 
for a permit to ship some arms purchased In 
New York for the uso of the Mexicans to a 
Mexican blockaded port; that the Secretariat 
first appeared ready to grant it, but on learnino 
that the number wag 36,000, he thought be 
number too great, and referred the matter to 
the Secretaries of War and the Navy; that tbe 
Secretary of the Navy made no objection, bin 
that the Secretary of War refused to relax the 
order previously issued forbiddinff the exr> 

"susis.- in v:tm no snowed that luoy 
were Prussian muskeW, flitit locks altered to 
l ercussion, which the United States would not 
use. And he was compelled to believe that 
his ill success was occasioned by a desire jon 
the part of the United States to avoid couiplk 
itv with France, and was afterwards aston- 
ished, when wagons and mules were bought 
here for the French army, to find that what 
was denied to Mexico was freelv given t,, 
France. Mr. Seward replied that the prohibi- 
tion of the shipment of nrm3 was general, 
applying to all nations, on the ground of (he 
military necessity of the United States, Jut 
there was no such inhibition of the shipmint 
of wagons, either for France or Mexico. ' 

The Victory at Arkansas Post.— On |he 
12th, Gen. McCIernand .issued a cungratulu- 
torv order to his troops over the victory' at 
Arkansas Post. He says: "Within sefen 
days you have sailed two hundred"and lift)- 
miles, from Vicksburgto this post, borne upon 
numerous transports, from time to lime fur- 
nished with fuel cut by you from the forest. 
With ranks thinned by former battles and 
diseases, you have waded and cut your way 
through miles of swamps and timber in ad- 
vancing to the attack. Vou have stormed the 
Jefences of the enemy's position, which both 
nature and art had combined to render extra- 
ordinarily strong, capturing, after three and a 
half hours' hard fighting, the whole hostile 
force opposed to you, numbering seveu thou- 
sand men, together with eight thousand stand} of 
arms, twenty cannon, nnd a large of amoiiut 
commissary, quartermaster and ordnance stores. 
A success so complete in itself has not hitherto 
been achieved during the war. It is an im- 
portant step toward the restoration of our na- 
tional jurisprudence and unitv over the teijri- 
tory on the right bank of the Mississippi River. 
It reflects honor upon your courage nnd patri- 
otism. It will challenge the grateful acclaim 
of your country." 

After alluding in fitting terms to the bravery 
of those who lost their lives iu their country's 
service, he bids bis men go on to new tri- 
umphs, which shall immortalize the Army of 
tbe Mississippi. 

The City of Charleston Doomed. — The 
vaunted impenetrabilhy of Charleston is not 
believed in by the rebels themselves, if actions 
speak more truly than words. Intelligence 
recently received here shows that the inhabit- 
ants eipect the city to be taken and burned in 
tho approaching* conflict with our iron-clads, 
and that they have, in anticipation, removed all 
of their portable property, including even tie 
'"-ira of their houses, into the interior of the 
to. Letters from foreigners resident in 
Charleston, and enjoying unusually good op- 
portunities to judge, strengthen the belief eu- 
eitaindd by otif. best naval officers that the 
task before Admiral Dupont, although hot Vn 
easy one, will be accomplished.

ever, we are not blind to the throuniug perils 
which beset the country, nor would we con- 
ceal them Irum the public, if we could. The 
safety of the country lies mainly in the clear 
perception of these perils by her true sons, and 
in their preparation, whilst endeavoring vigor- 
ously to lessen the perils which exist, man- 
fully to grapple with whatever perils that may 
hereafter arise. Our especial desire in what 
we have here said is to promote this condition 
of things within the spborc of the conservative 
Legislatures. We consider that in this emer- 
gency the chief function of the conservative 
Legislatures touching national affairs is to 
shape and vitalize public opinion; that unles? 
this function is discharged effectually public 
opinion as a corrective agency is in very 
uuijow danger of becoming powerless or worse 
than powerless; and that this function can be 
discharged most effectually by the concerted 
action of the several Legislatures. We are, 
therefore, in favor of such action; and we 
hope, that, if our Legislature is not already 
in correspondence with the conservative Legis- 
latures of the North, a committee for the 
purpose will be appointed, and a correspon- 
dence will be opened. We confess this step ap- 
•a.t3 to us to gather new importance from the 
lcvelopments of em h passing day.

Bi&PTbere is evidently a disposition on the 
part of the conservative Legislatures of the 
North to confer with the Legislature of Ken- 
tucky aud with each other respecting the con- 
dilionof public affairs. In our judgment, this 
disposition should be met in a kindred spirit 
by the Legislature of Kentucky. <Jur judg- 
ment in the case is founded on several consid- 
erations which appear to ua sound aud impor- 
tant. 

What iu this emergency is the chief function 
of the conservative Legislatures with respect 
to public affairs? There are but two great 
modes at once lawful and peaceable by which 
society can act for its own correction. One of 
these is legislation; the other is public opinion. 
And by the word legislation we here<nean not 
simply the making of laws but all legislative 
action whatever. The conservatives of our 
country, in their endeavor to correct the pres- 
ent administration of the government, must 
act through ono or the other of these two 
modes, or resort to measures outside of the 
constitution. The conservatives are resolved 
not to betake themselves to any unconsti- 
tutional resort; and the resolution be- 
speaks- a wisdom not unequal to the occa- 
sion. We have before us, therefore, only the 
two modes of legislation and of public opin- 
ion. Legislation, under our system, is cither 
statti or national. The latter as a public cor- 
rective we may safely entrust to the Congress 
elect. We all await its action with hope. The 
former has indeed but an indirect and partial 
bearing on the administration of the general 
government, yet, as all will allow, its legiti- 
mate influence upon such administration may 
be salutary in a high degree. This influence 
can be exertod through legislation proper, 
through the faculty of appointment, or 
through declarations of sentiment or of doc- 
trine. The chief use of legislative action in 
the last-mentioned form is to shape and vital- 
ize public opinion. And it is chiefly in this- 
form that the corrective action of the State 
Legislatures must be cast in the present emer- 
gency. Neither legislation proper nor the 
faculty of appointment offers at present a con 
siderable sphere for the action of State Legis- 
latures in relation to national affairs. 
The latter is in the several Legisla- 
tures exhausted already or else paral- 
yzed by the close struggles of party, 
while the former in its extremest constitu- 
tional reach is unable effectually to touch the 
mark. It thus remains chiefly for the con 
servative Legislatures so to wield legislative 
action as to energize public opinion and 
direct it as effectually as possible to the cor- 
rection of the evils of the administration. Such 
in this emergency is the chief function of the 
conservative Legislatures with respect to pub- 
lic affairs. 

l!ut how can this function be discharged 
roost effectually? Shall the several Legis- 
tures in discharging this fuuetion co-operatt 
or shall they work separately without thi 
means of conference or understanding? I 
they work separately, they may not worl. 
to the same end, or, if they concur in th 
end, their action will be apt to provi 
less wise : nd comprehensive, to strik* 
the public mind more feebly, and to ex 
ert a much fainter influence, than if the R 
suit were the expression of the judgment o 
the same bodies acting in concert witt 
each other, tin the other hand, we do 
not perceive, utter a careful survey ol 
tho matter, any untoward consequences 
which are likely to spring from 
euch concerted action. Quite the contrary 
The concert would be thoroughly constitu- 
tional in spirit as well as in letter; it would 
serve to promote discreet and enlightened ac 
tion ; and it would impart to the action such ad 
ditional and peculiar force that the wholesome 
effect might be felt presently in all brancbei 
of the public service and through the whol 
framework of the government. It would ten 
to calm and at the samo time to make effec 
tive that public opinion which for the lack o! 
a just and definite and authentic expression i 
now greatly in danger either of wasting itse! 
in empty words or of breaking out into revo 
lutionary demonstrations. It would not onl 
at once restrain and invigorate public opinion 
but highly utilize it. A spring-tide of popu- 
lar feeling, raised by the perilous excesses of 
the faction in power, is overflowing the land 
and, if a safe and lawful channel is not season 
ably cut for the flood, it may do a great deal 
of damage and no good at all, whereas tht 
timely cutting of such a channel would not 
merely deprive the raging torrent of the 
power for evil but would convert it into 
mighty agent for good. The separate and 
random action of the conservative Legishv 
turea would not suffice to cut such a channel 
their joint action undoubtedly would. 

As it is, and as it is likely to be if some ac- 
tion of this kind is not taken, the grave perils 
which threaten us, if they should come, would 
find us in a condition of general distraction 
not knowing where to begin or what to do 
We Bhould bo caught in a state of total un 
preparedness, without so much as our wits 
about us. Certainly this is no time for such 
utter supineness. It is a time, if there was 
ever one, for the highest energy and vigilance, 
tempered by the ripest wisdom. The ex 
coeses of the faction in power, which have 
already brought ua near the verge of ruin, are 
not yet ended, aud we know not what excess 
may be committed next. The tendency of 
th*se excesses, if they.are not checked or their 
influence is not counteracted, is to disorganize 
our army, and suddenly to put the nation 
at the mercy of the rebels. Besides, the opin- 
ion is beginning to prevail, that, if the rebel- 
lion is not suppressed in the course of the next 
two or three months, the faction in power will 
abandon the cause of the country, invite for- 
eign mediation, and attempt to conclude 
peace on the basis of a dissolution of the 
Union. This infamous attempt, if made, and 
the resolution to make it is virtually declared 
by the leading organ of the faction in power, 
could not fail to awaken the wildest excitement 
among all true patriots, and, if not met with 
prudence as well as with promptitude and 
firmness, would immediately throw the nation 
into a state of fearful anarchy. Dangers, 
not certain indeed but .probable, thicken on 
every side. We are near the verge of ruin 
and the faction that has dragged us there 
still dragging us forward. Manifestly, this 
no time to be folding our arms in inaction, or to 
be treading mechanically the common path of 
action. It behooves usto be looking around us, 
to be recognizing the true fri.-ndsof the country 
audourowu true friends, to be cultivating 
their acquaintance, to be conferring with 
them, to be joining with them in a solemn 
declaration of sentiment and of counsel to the 
people, to bo establishing permanent commu- 
nication with them, und to be making in con-

To be in Blue and Gold, what does it mean':' 
Must a critic or mujt a poet tell f Let us see. 
It meant, Bometiuie ago we remember, Horace 
dead two thousand years, and alive, perhaps, 
until the millennium. It meant Tennyson 
(" hom it is impossible, according to certain 
critics, not to imitate, forOod is Ood aud Ten- 
nyson id II h prophet); it meant certain others: 
Longfellow and Lowell living. Leigh lluut 
and Edgar A. Poe dead. Tickner & Fields lor 
longtime possessed the monopoly of Blue and 
Oold fame — we don't know but that they in- 
vented these colors; at last, however, other 
publishers infringed on the supposed pa- 
tent, and now, we think, it means that 
blue and gold is the proper uniform for 
poets iu the true service of Apollo. 

We are therefore getting a little library of 
blue and gold: pocket-books of the beautiful. 
Owen Meredith, Mrs. Browning (this divine 
name only happened to follow the dainty kidB 
of the younger Bulwer— a certain minor By- 
on morally in his poetry, whatever he may 
bo otherwise), Dr. Holmes, William Ailing- 
ham, Sydney Dobell, Arthur Hugh Clougu 
Adelaide Anue Proctor, and we know not how 
many others before the last, but not necessarily 
least, Thomas Bailey Aldrich, who certainly 
bad the divine right (if any was needed) to put 
on the Blue and Gold of that divine Re 
public, the Library . 

Mr. Aldrich is one of those poets (and they 
are among the most delightful) whose concep- 
tions, exquisite and various themselves, take 
exquisite and varied forms; their poems, es- 
pecially, require tho shape for the spirit, the 
peculiar body for the peculiar soul: the in 
t piration of the latter asks the subtle garment 
woven into "the poet's perfect cloth of gold 
out of the elusive gossamer-threads. The 
great thoughts that struggle in the depths of 
life, the deep-flowing inspirations of profound 
minds, are great, and deep, and Btrong, how 
ever expressed; but the fairy and fragile 
things born in the beam— is it not a miracl 
to catch the flying gossamer, tangled in sun 
shine, and create their garments of those 
spangled, almost invisible, threads of Beauty 
We remember Mr. Aldrich's first book— one 
likes often to forget bis own first book, but, if 
he progresses from it, it becomes— howevei 
crude and imperfect — an interesting landmark 
Wesaw "The Bells" in 1854-5, and knew that 
young poet was folded anonymous in the "T. B 
A." of the title page — for a season only. It had 
the finger-prints of genius between the leaves, 
and afterwards when "Babie Bell and other 
Poems'' appoareJ, this impression was not 
changed; the peculiar color, tone, and life of 
words — indistinctly indicated in the former 
nameless volume — were here clearly defined 
distiuct, and vivid— characteristics which had 
become their author's own acknowledged 
property. "Poems of a Year,'' published onl 
iu 1861, came iuto the world, wheu the North 
>vas a great training-camp, glittering will 
nyonets marching southward: the only ex 
■U3e poetry could have for appearing at such 
time was that'of the flowers and stars whicl 
look into each other's faces even on battl 
lields. The Blue and Gold book we have in 
•land is a grouping of the two former volume, 
with some new poems now first under cover 
The volume is divided into several parts 
"Cloth of Gold," "Swallow Flights,'' "Babie 
Bell, " etc. F.ach of these divisions holds many 
delicious things, dances of words arouud fairy 
centres of aMtfo, exquisite, and miniature 
jars of honey from Mount Hybla, and 

— — grape* whoso luscious blood 

Is the happy poet's food. 

Mr. Aldrich's fori*, lies, to our judgment 

in those delicate and scintillant tewels 

which have made him so well known ana 

popular already at home vfor we understand 

that he is among the few of our native poeti 

whose works "sell"), but in this volume there 

are several pieces in blank verse which indi 

cate that he is equal to the solid masonry of 

words as well as the more frost-like architee 

lure of Fairyland. One of these, " Pythago 

roe," is a classic poem, and in it the poet ba 

endeavored to bring home to the reader the 

old Pythagorean doctrine of transmigration 

it has much stately strength and Doric gran 

deur. 

Of the poems as a whole, turning over the 
entire book for their titles and forgetting the 
crystal doors which divide the volume, we 
like beat "The Unforgiven," "Piscataqua 
Hiver," "The Crescent and the Cross," "The 
llobin," "The Faded Violet," "Haunted, 
Madam as you pass us by," "The Tragedy, 
"After the Rain," "May," and "Miracles. 1 
"Pi=cataqua Rive r " 13 a birthday poem, whici 
as tha phrase is, "6ings itself " with a drcamy 
longiug music, 0 yearniug for the fresh life of 
boyhood and the remembered scenery of boy 
hood; we know of no poem which expresse 
this feeling more truly and more exquisitely 
it has the very tone of longing. We quote 

THE FADED VIOIEI. 

What thought is folded in thy leaves ! 

What tender thought, what speechless pain ! 
I bold thy faded lipa to Dllhf. 
Thou datliug of the April rain ! 

I hold thy faded lips to mine. 

Though acent and azure tint are fled : 
0 dry, mute Hps ! ye are the type 
Of something in me cold and doad ; 

Of something w ilted like tliy leares. 
Of fragrance flown, of beauty gone : 
Vet, for the love of those white hands 
That found the*, April s earliest-born- 

That fonnd theo when thy dewy month 
Whs purpled aa w ilh 6tains of wine— 
For love or her who love forgot. 
I bold tby faded lips to mine! 

That thou shonldst livo when I am dead, 
When hate Is dead, for me, aud wrong,

This poem is the very iucarnation of a re 
gret and is very beautiful and tender; but the 
third stanza suggests to us that Mr. Aldrich 
does not always improve his poems by amend 
ing them. This stanza appeared in his first 
acknowledged volume as follows: 

Of, eomething wllud like thy leavee, 
or fragrance flown, of lieauty dim : 
Xet tprJJaa love of tho,e while bands 
That found thee by a river's britu- 

which, at least, was good in its rhyme. Why 
the change should have been made we cannot 
see, for the forced rhyme of "gone" (or gorn) 
to "born" (or "bawu") wa3 hardly repaid by 
the little conceit "April'8'earliest-born"— sweet 
in itself but as easy to sacrifice as a* spring 
chicken. We had supposed that no genuine 
bard (always excepting the military trouba- 
dour of "Long time ago," and the present 
Home Journal) would be willingly guilty of 
so unnecessary a crime. Good rhymes arc 
cheap at any price, so true a poet as Mr. Al- 
drich knows, and bad rhymes are dear at the 
lowest. "Haunted" 13 a ghostly poem; the 
ghostly element is so distinct that we f»el the 
ghost and "meet the' murdered faco to face." 
It has a white, phosphorescent air about it.

.riginally reported by tbe Judiciary, aud re- 
ferred to the Committee on Revised Statute; 
— came up, being reported against by the lat 
ter Committee. After some discussion, the 
port of the Committee was sustained. Tbe 
Senate passed a bill to-day relieving certai.*> 
Sheriffs who have been robbed by rebels. 
Among others, the Sheriff of Logan county, of 
a sum exceeding six thousand dollars, which 
was taken by Gen. Heury K. Reed, who acted 
commissioner of the Provisional Govern- 
ment at the time. This bill elicited much dis- 
cussion. The Finance Committee, who re- 
ported it, were unanimous tor it. Through 
their able chairman, Mr. DeHaven, the com- 
mittee announced that they had adopted this 
rule to govern them in all such cases, viz: 
Where an officer of the Commonwealth en- 
Uusted with public funds had used extraordi- 
nary diligence for the preservation of the 
same, the Finance Committee had resolved to 
relieve them, where such lunds had been forci- 
bly wrested from them by an armed force. 
They also staled that more cases would be 
before them, amounting to more than twenty 
thousand dollars, and they wanted the Senate 
to decide upon the correctness of the principle, 
for they intended to be guided by tbe action 
of the Senate. Mr. Goodloe, from that com- 
mittee, made an able speech in support of the 
bill, saying that he was guided in his course 
by the "rule of action before enumerated. Af- 
ter full discussion, the bill was passed by lb 
yeas to G nays. 

The Senate also passed a bill appropriating 
$35,000 to the Western Lunatic Asylum. 

Mr. DeHaven introduced a resolution in- 
structing the military committee to inquire 
into the expediency of raising a State force 
to assist in carrying out our State laws, and 
in protecting our citizens in their rights. It 
was adopted. 

Tho House of Representatives' call of the 
counties was bad, aud of course nothing but 
local business was transacted. No. 40.

j place was finally evacuated— indeed he was 
about the only annoyance Beauregard suffered 
while at Corinth. Colonel Campbell is a gal- 
lant officer, and has done honor to his State 
and added lustre to the Federal arms. 

The Asperron Cavalry Released. — The 
Pittsburg Post has the gratifying intelligence, 
conveyed in a private letter from Nashville, 
that the mutinous portion of the Anderson 
Cavalry, who were arrested for disobedience 
to orders in refusing to go into the battle of 
Murfreesboro, have been restored to favor by 
their commanding General, and released from 
arrest. It is not stated by what means this re- 
sult was effected, but the announcement comes 
from a trustworthy and reliable source. They 
have not only been released, but directed to 
elect proper officers for themselves, after which 
they will form a part of the t>ody-guard of 
Gen. Rosecnins.

The Senate has decided against abolishing 
the Court of Common Pleas by a vote of sev- 
enteen to twenty-two, and abolishing the of- 
fico of Common Pleas Prosecutor or District 
Attorney, by a rote of eighteen to twenty- 
one.

WasbinuTon, Jan. 31.

Mr. McDougall called up a resolution re* 
questing the President to transmit to the Sen- 
ale orders, papers, 4c, relative to the exporta- 
tion of arms, 4c, to Mexico for the use of the 
French. Adopted. 

Mr. Fcssenden called up the diplomatic and 
onsular appropriation bill, which passed. 

The legislative, executive, and judicial bill 
was taken up. 

An amendment striking out the provisions 
reducing mileage to ten cents was adopted. 

Mr. , from Ihe Committee on I inance, 

offered an amendment to reduce an appropria- 
tion for the department of agriculture f.cm 
$160,000 to $65,000. 

After discussion of considerable length the 
Senate adjourned till Monday.

Mr. Stevens explained that within a few 
months the time of enlistment of several hun- 
dred thousand of the volunteers would expire 
hence the neccssily of the provision of this 
bill. 

Mr. Thomas replied that the bill as reported 
and prepared ot the War Department, contain- 
ed no such provision. If negro soldiers were 
to be employed for five years to put down the 
rebellion, the term was too long, if to exter- 
minate or subjugate the South, the term was 
too short. He thought Irom the commence- 
ment of the war that the House bad legislated 
too much on Ihe suhject, and he still beheved 
that if the President had laid down a policy 
at the beginning of the contest and compelled 
adherence to that it would have been far bet- 
ter. It wa3 unfortunate that the Pregident 
should have imposed the task on Congress. 
The employment of black men did not rest on 
their capacity and efficiency as soldiers, but 
as laborers. Slaves, he maintained, constitu- 
ted the elements of strength and power to the 
rebels. If 6ucn persons had been froij the 
beginning employed in digging entrench- 
ments and other labor, the lives of many men 
would have been saved. If he had been in 
command he would have sent out and gather- 
ed in all the negroes he aould find to perform 
such labor. He said in the Northern States 
there would be comparatively few enlistments. 
In reply to Mr. Wright, who spoke yesterday, 
he said the members here could no more com- 
promise, aa was suggested, than they could 
compromise with the rebels in arms. The 
rebels would scout and scorn it. 

Mr. Wright wished to know what reason 
there was why there could not be an honora- 
ble compromise with the members here. What 
obstacle wm there if all were in favor of sns- 
tainingand perpetuating the Union? 

Mr. Trimble replied, that, fortunately or un- 
fortunately, God had 60 constituted men that 
they would differ in opinion, and he had no 
idea that the gentlemen on the other side 
would yield their opinions as to the conduct. 
He declared for the Constitution ag it was, and 
xprcssed tho hope that the institution of sla- 
very would never be permitted to extend be- 
yond its present limits. 

In reply to Mr. Cox, who yesterday said 
that negroes were to be employed, like the 
funds of the bill, to consummate what was in- 
augurated by the North in a spirit of hate, he 
rebuked this unjust imputation on the Presi- 
dent and on the North, whose object was Ihe 
prosecution of the war for the preservation of 
the government. If he conk! he wuuid unchain 
his colleagues and the fiends of hell, and not 
rcrall them till the last rebellious fratricide 
was swept away; but he believed that the 
people of the Norlh were abundantly able to 
protect the heritage left by their fathers, and 
to continue this contest until the national flag 
floated again over all parts of the country. 

Mr. Biddle, in reply to a portion of the re- 
marks of Mr. Trimble, caused to be read the 
following extract from a letter of General 
MeClellan to Senator Harris, dated July 21st, 
1862: 

I perceive by tho newspaper reports of 
Congressional proceedings that there has been 
considerable discussion on the subject of re- 
quiring military commauders to receive ne- 
groes seeking protection in their ranks, to cm- 
ploy them iu suitable labor, connected with 
the military service. It may be well enough 
for the fact to be made known that all negroes, 
male ami female, who have come into the 
ranks of the army of the Potomac on the 
Peninsula, have been protected and set to 
work at wages in performing offices which 
otherwise would have devolved upon our sol- 
diers. The supply of these operatives has thus 
far been insufficient for our wants. ' 

Mr. Pendleton spoke against tbo bill. He 
said the reverses to the army and the depre- 
ciation ot the currency were owing to the 
fact that the Administration and Republican 
party were tired of maintaining the Union as 
it was and the Constitution as it is. The in- 
fluence here produced these disastrous results. 

Mr. Dawes, of Massachusetts, wished to 
know how it was that an army of 238,000 
ere hanging on the Virginia shore, under the 
gentleman s favorite General, and failed to 
make an attack against Quaker guns, and did 
not move until commanded by the President. 

Mr. Pendleton, in the course of his reply, 
said it was better to stop now than it was to 
cross the Rappahannock. Another considera- 
tion was gaining ground in Ihe Northwest, 
that the people had been tricked into the ser- 
vice by appeals to their patriotism under pre- 
tense that the object was to protect the Consti- 
tion and the Union, when it was for the aboli- 
tion of slavery. Unless thisj imposition was 
arrested it would create a universal opposition, 
and when it took hold of the public mind it 
would be impossible to get another man or 
dollar to carry on the war. He was opposed 
to the bill in any form. It would produce a 
revolution in every slaveholding Border Slate, 
and would disband the white armies, and ren- 
der reunion impossible. 

Mr. Olin briefly reviewed the pending 
amendment, and remarked that the very fact 
of receiving such persons into service, as al- 
ready provided, carried with it necessary pro- 
tection. It was idle, therefore, to say that the 
bill changed the existing laws. He did not 
think the employment of Africans can be 
seized upon for the assertion that it would ere 
ate dissatisfaction in the North, or that it 
would be an admission that the w+ites were 
inadequate to the suppression of the rebellion 
They ought to avail themselves of all the 
means to accomplish the great purpose. 

Mr. Maynard spoke at length, after glancing 
at facts connected with the commencement of 
the rebellion. He said Southern tyrants 
swayed their power by the bayonets of these 
soldiers, who would turn tliciu against their 
masters if they could. The rebel leaders knew 
that, if the Constitution was maintained, they 
would be driven into obscurity mid disgrace, 
and they scorned the idea of living under our 
Government. He showed the necessity of con- 
cert of action on our pari, the sooner to restore 
obedience to the Constitution by the suppres 
sion of the rebellion. He presented an arra, 
of facta for the encouragement of the cause of 
the Union.

New York, Feb. 1. 
The New Orleans Drlta says that Colonel 
Sharp stated at a publ.e meeting on the 23d 
that the levee above >h - city is in a very bad 
condition, large breaks having been cut to 
enable guerillas to tire at passing boats. The 
water in the river has risen fifteen feet in the 
past 'month, and is now rising rapidly. Unless 
the levee is speedily repaired not only Louisi- 
ana but A larjre portions of Arkansas and Mis- 
sissippi will be submerged. 

The British propeller Antonia, captured off 
Mobile, arrived ut New Orleans on tbe 23d 
with a valuable cargo of merchandise. 

Mottling new had transpired at Galveston. 
We have the Brooklyn and other vtgsels 
block, 'i : 'i t > prtT;ntth" Harriet La' e from 
coming out, though it is rumored that she got 
ahead of them. This is not probable, as Bhe 
needed repairs before going to sea. 
The Alabama has not been heard from. 
The New Orleans banks have refused to re- 
ceive Treasury notes on deposit. The latter 
are par with the city currency. Gen. Banks 
remonstrated with the bank directors, and they 
have consented to receive the notes on special 
leposit. Confederate notes were rising, and 
n some demand, and the secesh were most 
buoyant. 

New York, Feb. 1. 
The Newark Advertiser learns from a pri- 
vate letter from a gentleman on one of our 
guubo^s at Beaufort, N. C, that, on the 26th 
ult., the whole of our fleet, with tbe exception 
of one gunboat, left there for Port Royal. 
There were collected at Beaufort some six'v 
large steam transport*, having on board 70.000 
soldiers. There were also one hundred and fifty 
rchonners, loaded with artillery, ammunition, 
4c , which, together with the transports, 
would leave for Port Royal to join the naval 
fleet as soon as they could get ready. The 
whole comprises the most powerful expedition 
of the war. 

Fortress Monroe, Jan. 31. 
The flag-of-truce boat leaves to-fiight, and ia 
expected to bring down several hundred Union 
prisoners which are now in Richmond. 

The fighting near Blackwater is all over, 
and the rebels are driven beyond that river. 

New York, Feb. 1. 
The steamer Columbus, with New Orleans 
dates to the 20th, has arrived here. Every- 
thing is reported quiet in that city, and noth- 
ing of moment had transpired. 

The rebels at Port Hudson have been 
strengthening their works and augmenting 
their force. They evidently intend to hold 
out as long as possible. Uur gunboats can't 
assist much in the attack, though tbe Monitor 
vessels will discomfort them considerably. 

WasiiixBto!!, Jan. 30. 
Gen. Burn^e is soon to be examined before 
the Committee on the Conduct of the War, 
upon the Seflatc resolution, inquiring if any 
Generals, acting under him, attempted inter- 
ference with his plans at any time while he 
was commander of the Army of the Potomac. 
Hi3 Chief of Staff was examined to-day. The 
Committee have tbe names of several officers, 
who cam*- up here and complained of Gen. 
Burnside s movements to the President. 

It turns out that, so far from Gen. Stone be- 
ing tried before « secret court-martial here, he 
was ordered to be President of one, thus lead- 
ing to the inference that Ihe Government had 
no charge against him. He was, however, re- 
lieved, without taking his seat. 

Stonewull Jackson sChn plain, Rev. J. Land- 
street, recently captured by our cavalry, was 
at tho War Department to-day, for the pur- 
pose of effecting an exchange. 'He is a Meth- 
odist preacher, Of much talent. He stated 
to-day, to several persons, that the watehwofd 
of the rebel Slates was to conquer or die; that 
the last chance of a reunion was. destroyed, 
and that the recent speech of Jeff Davis Was 
heartily indorsed. While he did not attempt 
to conceal the deficiency iu clothing and equip- 
ments among the rebel forces, he consoled 
himself with the pious belief that Providence, 
who fed the children of Israel with mana, 
would furnish food and clothing. 

Thenejroes, he says, never were so sub- 
servient as now, owing to the strict police 
measures that bad been adopted, and to the \ 
circulation of accounts of returned contra- ', 
bands, who told fearful stories of the cruel , 
manner in which Yankees had treated them. 

Robert Dale Owen, who was a candidate 
for Secretary of War, has taken a clerkship 
in the War Department. 

General Franklin, hearing that allegations 
of tardiness and inefficiency in his late com- j 
mand had been made ngainst him, asks to | 
have a court-martial assembled for his trial 
under them, immediately on being relieved 
from duty with Ibe Army of the Potomac. It 
has been determined to accede to his request. 

Senator Richardson took his seat in the 
Senate to-day for the first time. Senator 
Browning presented his credentials. 

General Pope has sent to General Hall"' k 
■a official report of his campaign in Virginia. 
He informs General Halleck in this report 
toat he (Halleck) was appointed to the chief 
command to revive prompt co-operation be- ( 
tween the Army of the Potomac and the Army 
of Virginia, which co-operation, Pope says, he J 
offered to General MeClellan in a letter, to 
which letter MeClellan replied in general 
terms, "proposing nothing toward accomplish- 
ing the purpose 1 had suggested to him.' He 
says tbe battle of Cedar Mountain was fought 
by General Banks, by advancing from a Btrong 
position to which he had been ordered; that 
the battle was fought at a time and place 
against his wishes; that the men under Gen. 
Banks behaved faithfully, but that the battle 
was not decisive, and so far interfered with 
his plans. Pope goes on to claim that he 
would have entirely cut off Stonewall Jack- 
son's retreat, had not Fitzjobu Porter failed 
him at a critical juncture. In conclusion, he 
says: "I am gratified to kuow that the con- 
duct of that campaign, every "detail of which 
was communicated, day by day, to the Gen- 
eral-in-chief, was fully approved by him and 
by tbe Government; and I now gladly submit 
the subject to tbe judgment of tbe country." 

Mkmphis, Jan 28, via Cairo, Jan. 29. 
It is reported that General Grant has gone 
down the river to quiet tho Generals who are 
said to be grumbling. 

Van Dorn, with eight brigades, left Grena- 
da on Saturday, and is going toward Mem- 
phis. He would come by railroad to Cotl'oe- 
ville, and then strike North. 

His force consists of cavalry, infanty, and 
artillery. There were 50,000 men at Grenada 
last Saturday. Advices from Holly Springs 
are to Sunday afternoon. At that time the 
advance of the rebels consisting >f two brig- 
ades of infantry, in command of Generals 
Whitfield and Tilghman, were busily en- 
gaded in repairing the railroad from Holly 
Springs to Tallahatchie river. The rebels had 
no force stationed at Holly Springs, but ran 
in and out at pleasure. 

A band known as Col. Street's guerillas 
are operating and depredutine between Holly 
Srings and Early Grove. Last Wednesday 
they nung three negroes in the public square 
at Holly Springs. They also captured Simon 
Hoack, late in tbo Quartermaster's Depart- 
ment, and attempted to hang him. They 
strung bim up but he was cut down and sent 
out of their lines. 

Last Saturday a party of four Federals disco v- 
ered, a short distance from Lagrange, a guer- 
illa. They put out after him and followed 
till he led them into a band of one hundred 
rebels, who killed three and captured the 
fourth. 

|lt was reported at Lagrauge, yesterday, that 
a rebel force of 13,000 men had been seen fif- 
teen miles south of the Charleston railroad, 
marching in a northern direction. The report 
is regarded doubtful as from heavy rains and 
the state of the country it is almost impossi- 
blcihat any body of troops could move. 

McClernand's fleet, after the capture of Ar- 
kansas Post, left Najioleon six days ago for the 
Yazoo. At last accounts they were at Milli- 
ken's Bend. Grant's fleet has arrived by this 
time, and both will leave the Bend on Grant's 
arrival.

Results of the Lati: Expedition ok Gen. 
Gorman. — We have been informed by tele- 
graph and letter that G«n. Gorman made a 
campaign reccut'.y against the enemy in Ar- 
kansas, in the vicinity of Duvall's Bluffs. The 
expedition, as far as we can understand, was 
altogether unneressarv in a military point of 
view, as there had not been at any one time a 
hundred armed rebels at tbat place for the 
past two years.

A gentleman 
from Helena gives us a brief account of the 
results of the expedition, which are about a» 
follows: The cost to the Government, over 
and above the ordinary expenses of this army 
corps, was ?T50,000!

Important to Applicants for Pensions — 
The circular recently issued by the Commis- 
sioner of Pensions at Washington makes it 
absolutely necessary, where possible, that tha 
applicant for pension sbonld be provided with 
the certificate of the Captain, or of a commis- 
sioned officer of tbe company to which lb* 
applicant belonged, "haviog personal knowl- 
edge of the facts, setting forth tbe time, place, 
and the circumstances under which tbe Injury 
was received, or the disease contracted, which 
is the cause of the claimant's disability." 
This fact should be known to applicants for 
pensions, and should not be forgotten by at- 
torneys making applications for claimant*. 

Tbe Commissioner has also decided that no 
other certificates of disability than those given 
by a Burgeon regularly appointed by him, or 
of a surgeon of the regular army, will be re- 
ceived to establish tbe disability of applicants. 
All certificates of disability given by surgeons 
of the volunteer force are thus excluded, as 
well as those on which discbarges are granted. 

Much trouble, expense, and delay will be 
saved, if those engaged in procuring pension * 
will bear in mind these facts. TheCommis- 
. -inner of Peusions having appointed a com- 
petent surgeon for this District, all applicants 
will be referred to him for examination, in 
case they have not previously been examined 
by him.

A letter from the Army of the Potomac, in 
the Times, s:iys that Gen. BurnsiJe has been 
offered the new Department, embracing North 
and South Carolina, with thirty days allowed 
to decide whether he will accept. 

Brir/.-Gen. Patt, of the sixth corps, is ap- 
pointed to the command of a division. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, son-in-ltw of Senator Doo- 
little, and a wealthy banker of Wisconsin, 
committed suicide, at the Sr. Nicholas Hotel, 
Yesterday, with a pistol. His property amounts 
to S4,O00,000. 

Jefferson City, Jan. 31. 
At an emancipation meeting last night Sen- 
ator Gilstrap presented for consideration a I. ill 
for the emancipation of slaves in Missouri. 
Section 1 accepts the President's proposition 
to Congress for compensated emancipation. 
Sections 2 and 3 create a fnud for emancipa- 
tion, consisting of Congressional appropria- 
tions, such i rovisions as the State may make, 
and two per cent tax on slaves. Section 5 and 
G provides that those loyal owners who con- 
sent to emancipate their slaves shall fiie their 
consent with the county clerk, on or before 
the 4th day of July. 1863, and after proper re- 
turns arv made lo the State, official warrants 
shall be issned by the proper State officer for 
full value, that value being fixed by appraise- 
ment of commiss onerB appointed for that pur- 
pose. Section 8 provides that the commis- 
sioners shall make out, after the 4th of July, 
1864, a list of the slave-owners who have not 
filed their consent to emancipate, and warrants 
shall be issued them for their slaves, who shall 
thereafter he free. 

Section 9th provides for the freedom of the 
slaves as fast as warrants can be issued for 
them. 

Sections 14th and 15th provide for tbe ap- 
rcn'iceship of freed slaves yearly to their 
former owners, all slavery to terminate in 
1864. The bill does not provide for any free- 
dom without remuneration except in the cases 
of owners who have forfeited their claims to- 
properly under the confiscation act, or of 
those who may lie convicted of treason. 

Considerable discussion ensued, but the sub- 
stantial features of the bill met with several 
approvals. 

Senator Van Horn submitted a proposition 
I tbat we emancipate at all events, and in re- 
spect to remuneration that we will "cut ac- 
cording to our cloth." 

Jefferson City, Feb. 1. 
The Pacific Railroad Depot, telegraph office, 
and engine-house were burned this afternoon, 
together with a small amount of Government 
stores. Total loss about $100,000. 

Cairo, Jan. 30. 
The Vicksburrj correspondence of the Jack- 
son Appeal anticipates that the next move- 
ment against Vicksburg will he made by 
Grant's army, marching around through the 
interior of the State and attacking in the rear. 
He says the Confederates are fully prepared 
for such strategy. 

There is great excitement in the tobacco 
trade. Merchants are buying it up and storing 
it away. Pork had not been seen in the 
market for a week, and beef, mutton, and 
other provisions are getting scarce. The Ap- 
peal says the report that Lieutenant Colonel 
Willard, of tbe 109th Illinois, had gone over 
to the Confeds is untrue. He was captured 
December 7th, while passing from Holly 
Springs to Lumpkins's Mills, and is now held 
as a prisoner in Jackson. 

It is said that the steamer which sunk the 
Hatteras off Galveston was the Florida, Capt.

The Brownsville (Texas) Flag says that out 
of 18,000 bales of cotton brought from the in- 
terior, one-third remains unshipped. The 
price is 25 cents to 2U cents. 

Cairo, Feb. 1. 
Guerillas continue active in the vicinity of 
Memphis. A detachment of the 4th Illinois 
cavaly had a skirmish on Tuesday with a 
squad of rebels, in which the Federals lost 
seven killed, wounded, and captured. 

The Bulletin says the rebels are advancing 
on our lines as fast as the condition of the 
roads will permit. Their object evidently is 
to get possession of the Tenues-see and Cum- 
berland rivers.

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A Visit to Pomi-iii. — A recent traveller 
( Kluiu uame, we regret to say, has escaped 

us) thus speaks of the interesting city of Pom- 
peii aud the eicavating operations progress- 
ing there: 

•'Our excursion to Pompeii was performed 
by railway, and occupied about an hour from 
Naples. Un reaching the Pompeii station, a 
short walk brings us to the ruined city, which, 
contrary to general expectation, is found to 
be at an deration above the level of the ad- 
joining country. Destroyed in the first cen- 
tury, it was not till about 1750, that any one 
gave a thought concerning it, and this ne- 
glect appears the more surprising, when we 
are told that part of several buildings remained 
prominent above the soil, having never been 
thorougnly entombed. An accidental discov- 
ery of painted remains having suggested a 
regular course ot excavation, the process of 
opening up has been going on for upwards of 
a century, but under great difficulties as to the 
disposal of the incumbent earth. 

' Proceeding up a winding and sloping path- 
way, cut through masses of rubbish, we come 
with startling abruptness on th« silept and 
deserted city. A Government officer is im- 

fiosed on us as a guide at the entrance, and, 
ed by him, we suddenly find ourselves in a 
paved street environed by shattered walls, 
doorways, temples, and columns. Walking 
onwards, we make the circuit of the town as 
far ua it is opened up. Uoing dowu one street 
and up another, crossing this way and that 
way, we are amazed at the eitent which has 
been laid bare, though a much larger space 
remains to be cleared. While there was much 
to surprise and delight — much to instruct aud 
moralize over — I feel a reluctance to impose 
any account of what has been so ofteu and so 
minutely described. A mere glauce at the 
more remarkable features of the exhumed 
city will suffice. 

"The guide, having drawn attention to the 
fact of tue city having had walls and gates, 
proceeds to point out a jj roup of four magnifi- 
cent ruins — the Forum, the Temples of Venus 
and Jupiter, and the basilica or Court of Jus- 
tice. Adjoining are the ruins of the prisons, 
in which skeletons in manacles were found. 
At a abort distance is the ruin of the theatre, 
with some handsome columns still standing. 
The houses of distiuguislied individuals are 
also made the subject of special notice; such 
an of S*Unst, Pansn, and the villa of DiomedeS 
in a suburban street, outside the walls. In 
these and similar mansions of the patrician 
order are uoticed some remains of mosaics 
and frescoes, the greater part of such decora- 
tions having been removo i, along with other 
objects of art, to the museum at Naples. The 
whole city has, in tiict, been cleared of every 
movable; and almost every place is as bare as 
in a house after a removal. 

"The larger mansions have undoubtedly 
been magnificent, and in tbeir successive 
courts we see the type of the modern Italian 
palazzo and French hotel. These superior 
dwellings extend considerably backward from 
the street, the access to them being generally 
by an entrance between the shops of trades- 
men. All the shops are of those limited di- 
mensions which are still common in Naples, 
Home, and other Italian cities. They consist 
of an apartment about the size of a coach- 
house, the Hunt having been entirely open, or 
with a counter partially runuing across. At 
night, all had been closed in with shutters. I 
do not think there had been any shop win- 
dows. Some of the shops seem to have had 
one or two small apartments behind or above. 
In several instances the stone-cutters are seen, 
with large earthen waro jars as fixtures. A 
baker s oven, with remaius of a grinding mill, 
are shown in one of the shops; mn 1 from the 
skeleton of an ass baring been found in a re- 
cess of this establishment, it is conjectured 
that the mill had been moved by that unfortu- 
nate animal. 

"From a variety of such disclosures, it is evi- 
dent that business was conducted in a primi- 
tive sort of way in Pompeii — the grinding of 
grain into flour, aud the baking and selling of 
bread having, as just seen, taken place all in 
one establisbment. Till the present day, as I 
have already nientioued, things are little m (- 
vancod beyond this in Home. In some in- 
stances, wu sec tho name of traders on the 
front of their shops, inscribed in Roman let- 
ters in so rough a style as to suggest that they 
had been executed unproi'essionally with a 
stick or brush. Few buildings are believed to 
have been more than two stories in height. 
Generally, nothing remains above the first 
story, and accordingly the city looks like a 
collection of short stumps of walls, which, for 
their preservation, are covered with tiles. In 
their entire state, the bouses bad flat roofs, a 
circumstance which hastened their destruc- 
tion. On being excavated, skeletons were 
found in several houses, but not in great num- 
bers; for, as noticed by the younger Pliny in 
his account of the destruction of the city, the 
inhabitants generally fled to a distance for sale- 
ty, many of them trying to shelter themselves 
from the shower of scorching ashes by carrying 
pillows on tbeir heads. The skeletons found j 
appear to have been chiefly those of ladies, 
who, perhaps, liaj not the courage or power to i 
escape. A number of them when found had ] 
on necklaces, bracelets, and rings of gold. One j 
skeleton was found with a purso of money 
grasped in its bony hand; the attempt to pro- 
cure the money having been the probable 
cause of death. 

"The streets are narrow, and paved with 
huge stones in the old Roman style; in some 
places they are much worn with wheels, and 
most irregular. Water had been brought into • 
the town by subterranean conduits, which 
emptied into large stone troughs at the corner 
of certain streets; and from these public foun- 
tains dwellings were supplied by water-car- 
riers. There are back lanes in some of the 
streets, but no stables have yet been dis- 
covered. Possibly, horses were accommodated 
in the suburbs. One is pleased to see that the 
streets had Iroltoirt, a very curious fact, for it 
is only lately that side pavements for foot pas- 
sengers have come into use on the continent, 
seemingly introduced from England. The 
forming of trottoirs had, therefore, become a 
lost art in Italy, for in few towns are those 
useful appendages to a street yet employed. 
The trottoirs of Pompeii are about thirty 
inches wide, and raised a foot above the street; 
in some instances they are laid with a com- 
mon kind of mosaic. Corresponding with 
them in height, there arc usually three fixed 
stepping stones at the ends of tho streets. It 
aupears from this that Pompeii was subject to 
showers that temporarily deluged the streets, 
and it was therefore necessary to have means 
of crossing dry-shod. As wheel carriages 
were employed, it must have required dexteri- 
ty in drivers to pilot their cattle and vehicles 
through the spaces between tbe stepping stones. 

"The most perfect of all the public buildings 
laid bare 'is tbe amphitheatre, which is situa- 
ted so far apart from the other excavations 
I hat we cross a field to reach it. The field lies 
above the still unexplored portions of the city, 
and it is here that those excavations are lieing 
actively carried out, of which notice has lately 
heen taken by the press — a number of men 
digging out the earth, which was carried away 
by women aud girls in baskets, and deposited 1 
in trucks. These wore run off in the usual 
manner, and emptied at a distance, forming a 
railway embankment in the direction of Vesu- 
vius. By this improved process ot removal, 
the excavations may be expected to go on rap- 
idly. It is to be regretted, however, that the 
embankment crosses over the space which re- 
mains to be cleared out, and will have in turn 
to be removed. 

"The hands of the girls engaged in this toil- 
some labor were, according to custom, heM 
out for donations; and they would not have 
been indisposed to loiter at their work, but 
for the jealous watchfulness of a taskmaster, 
who was armed with a light whip to keep 
them in order. It would have been a hard 
heart that did not feel for them. The weather 
was intensely hot, and the fatigue of lifting 
and carryiug big baskets full of earth from the 
deep excavations was apparently almost too 
much for those poor creatures to endure. 

"We spent altogether about six hours in our 
ramble over Pompeii; and, having concluded 
by dining at the Hotel Oiomede (a house of 
entertainment for tourists, a short way from 
the railroad station), we got pleasantly back 
to Naples by one of the evening trains." 

An AuiSTOcnATio Anckstoh op Gkn. Mc- 
Clillas. — In Burke's "Vicissitudes of Fami- 
lies ' there is an interesting account of one of 
Gen. McClellan's ancestors. It states that, on 
the death of William, fourth lord, under age 
and without issue, the McClellans lost their 
lands, and the lords of Kirkcudbright of tbeir 
own free will kept away for a time from the 
assemblies of their order: 

,"But the right of tbe collateral heir male was 
so universally known and acknowledged that 
at tbe union this peerage was considered as a 
subsisting one, and as such preserved on the 
roll. On several occasions the votes of tbe 
Lords Kirkcudbright were subsequently admit- 
ted at the election of Scotch representative 
peers, and in 1741 Wm. McClellan, Lord Kirk- 
cudbright, recorded bis at the general election. 
Despite, however, of his lordly character, the 
poor peer followed the humble occupation of a 
glover, and for many years used to stand in 
the lobby of the Assembly rooms in the old 
town, selling gloves to the gay frequenters of 
the ball, for, according to the fashion of the 
lime, a new pair was required every fresh 
dance. The only occasion on which he ab- 
sented himself from his post was at the ball 
following the election of a representative 
peer; then, and then only, did he doff his 
apron, and, assuming tbe garb of a gentleman, 
associate with the company, most of whom 
he had usually served with gloves during the 
rest of the year. The glover lord's son, un 
mindful of the pristine glories of his race, on 
lerod upon a more ambitious career than his 
father, Attained the rank of Colonel in the 
army, nnd, not satisfied with anything short of 
legal recognition, submitted his peerage claim 
to tho House of Lords, by whose decision he 
was declared seventh Lord Kirkcudbright, on 
the 3d of May, 177.V

THE SPEECH OF THE EMPEROR. 

Paiiis, Monday, Jan. 12. 

The Session of the Senate aud Corps Legig- 
latif was opened to-day by the Emperor, who 
delivered the following speech: 

"Messieurs les fanateurs, 
"Messieurs Ifs Deputes, 

"As we now meet tor the last time, it is ad- 
visable to cast a retrospective glance upon 
what we have done together during the last 
five years; for it is only by taking aconnected 
view of a period of yacrs that a correct judg- 
ment can be formed of the consequent spirit 
with which the affairs of the country have 
been managed. 

"It is a usual thing to suspect in the acts of 
sovereigns some secret motive or mysterious 
combination. Yet my policy has always been 
simply to increase the prosperity of France 
and her moral preponderance without abusing 
and without weakening the power placed in 
my hands; to maintain abroad, within the 
limits of right and of treaties, the legitimate 
aspirations of nations toward a better position ; 
to develODe our commercial relations with 
those countries toward which we are drawn 
closer by a greater community of Interests; 
to erase from diplomatic parchments the old 
questions of 'itigation, so as to obviate all 
pretexts of misunderstanding; to insist, final- 
ly, upon a full reparation for any Insult offered 
to our flag, for any prejudice against our 
countrymen. 

"It is thus that, according to circumstances, 
I have bcen'able to carry out these principles. 

"In the East the national wish of tbe Dan- 
iibian Principalities to form only one people 
could not find us unconcerned, and our sup- 
port has contributed to cement their union. 

"We have grven our support to what we 
thought justifiable in the grievances of Syria 
aud Montenegro, and of the Christians of Sy- 
ria, without disavowing tho rights of the (it- 
toman Porte. 

"Our arms have defended the independence 
of Italy without tampering with revolution — 
w ithout alteriug after the day of battle our 
friendly relation with our adversaries even for 
a day — without abandoning the Holy Father, 
whom our honor and our past engagements 
bound us to support. 

"We have suppressed the causes of miaim 
derstanding which might have arisen with 
Spain, either from the non-delimination of the 
frontier line, or from the old debt of 182.1; and 
with Switzerland tbe difference respecting the 
Valley of the Dappes. 

"Commercial treaties have been, or are on 
tho eve of being, concluded with England, 
Belgium, Prussia, Italy, and Switzerland. 

"Finally, expeditions to China, Cochin- 
China, and Mexico prove that there are not 
any countries, no matter how far distant, 
whore any attempt against the honor of France 
remains unpunished. Such facts could not be 
accomplished without complications. Duty 
always advances through danger. Neverthe- 
less, France has been increased by two prov- 
inces. The barriers which separated us from 
our neighbors have been removed; a vast ter- 
ritory has been thrown open to our activity in 
the far East; and, what is better than con- 
quests, we have acquired claims to the sym- 
pathy of tbe inhabitants, without losing the 
confidence and the esteem of tho govern- 
ments. 

"During tho years recently passed I have 
been enabled to have personal interviews with 
the reigning sovereigns, and from those Inter- 
views friendly relations have arisen which 
are so many guarantees for the peace of Eu- 
rope. This peace cannot be disturbed by the 
events which have just taken place in Greece. 

"This brief sketch of the past i9 a guarantee 
to you for the future, and, despite the prcssuro 
of counteracting events and of opinions, I 
hope that you will admit that I have always 
unflinchingly followed the same line of con- 
duct. As more particularly regards our posi- 
tion at borne, I have endeavored, on tbe one 
hand, by a complete amnesty, to obliterate, 
as far I could, the remembrance of our civil 
discords; and, on the other band, to increase 
tbe importance of the great bodies of the 
State. 

"I have called you to take a more direct 
part in the Government. 1 have given to your 
deliberations all the guarantees which free- 
dom of discussion could claim. I hare relin- 
quished a prerogative, hitherto deemed Indis- 
pensable, so as to allow the legislative body 
to control the expenses in a more absolute 
manner, and to give more solidity to tho ba- 
sis upon which public credit rests. 

" To reduce our expenses, the army and 
nary estimates have been considerably dimin- 
ished. The floating debt has been reduced, 
and by the success achieved by the conversion 
of the rentes a great step has lieen taken to- 
wards the settlement (unification) of that debt. 
The indirect revenues show a continual in- 
crease, from the simple fact of a general in- 
crease of prosperity, and the condition of the 
empire would |be flourishing if tbe war in 
America had not dried up one of the most 
fruitful sources of our industry. The forced 
stagnation of labor has caused in many dis- 
tricts M amount of destitution which deserves 
all our solicitude, and a grant will be asked 
from you for the support of those who wlih 
resignation submit to tbe eflects of a misfor- 
tune which it is not in our power to put a stop 
to. . Nevertheless, I have made the attempt to 
send beyond the Atlantic advices inspired by 
a sincere sympathy; but, the ureal maritim* 
Powers, not having thought it advisable as yet 
to act in concert tcith me, I havt been obliged to 
postpone to a more suitable opportunity the 
offer of mediation, the object of which was to 
stop liie effusion of blood, and to prevent tbe 
exhaustion of a country, the future of which 
cannot be looked upon with indifference."

'Fair/ax C. H., Jan. 29.— The cavalry raid 
of tbe 27th inst., a brief account of which has 
been already forwarded, was in its results 
rather an important affair. The force was 
composed of sixty men, under Maj. Hammond. 
By order of Col. Wyndham, an expedition 
left Fairfax at one o'clock at nifrht. and arrived 
at Middleburg by daylight. Here they cap- 
tared twelve rebels, who have been for some 
time annoying our pickets, and captured four- 
teen paroled prisoners. Several of these last 
evidently were deserters. Some of them ad- 
mitted that they were deserters, while others 
say they were stragglers who had been cap- 
tured. 

They stated that they had been robbed of 
their clothes, but this tbe rebel prisoners in- 
dignantly denied, and said they were desert- 
ers from our army, and had voluntarily ex- 
changed their clothes in order to escape more 
readily. Anong tho prisoners were Rev. Mr. 
Londstreet, the Chaplain of Ocn. Stuart. All 
the prisoners seem to be well posteil in regard 
to what was going on within our limes. Very 
important information has been obtained in 
regard to Stuart's movements. They all ad- 
mit that but little is to be expected from tbe 
new conscription act, as nearly every availa- 
ble man Is already in the field.

The 
suspense was relieved by the receipt of a tele- 
gram from Captain Rodgers of the Weehaw- 
ken, informing us of bis safe arrival. From 
information received from another source it ia 
probable that tho Nahant and Lackawanna 
have sheltered themselves behind the Delaware 
Breakwater. It will be seen that the Wee- 
bawken proved her seaworthiness by success- 
fully weathering one of the severest gales on 
record. Tbe importance of this experience is 
inestimable, and the thanks of the country are 
due to Captain Rodgers for having overcome 
tho prejudices of tho sailors, and for having 
the courage thus to test the only question 
which .remained to be proved — tbe sea-going 
qualities of our Monitors. Verily, this is an 
important event, and its Influence on our for- 
eign relations cannot but be beneficial. 

The following ia the telegram from Captain 
Rodgers: 

"We have arrived safely and all well. On 
Tuesday, about 2 P. M., had to & 8t off from 
the Boardman for hor safety. Weather very 
threatening. She ran back toward the Dela- 
ware breakwater. Had a hard storm from 
N. E. On Tuesday night waves above 80 feet 
high; vessel made excellent weather and very 
little motion. When the Boardman left, I re- 
fused a tow from the Iroquois, I am now sure 
wisely. Yesterday, when the gale bad abated 
took a tow line from the Iroquois. Deranged 
her machinery, cast off, and came in alone. 
Iroquois came in under steam, and is now 
here." 

A Fast Fleet About to Depart— While New 
York was busy, other navy yards were not 
idle last week. Tbe following squadron of 
ftst steamers has beon sent off, or commis- 
sioned to go, within a few days, on most im- 
portant business:

The Ladona, Hendrik Hudson, and other use- 
ful purchased vessels, are also sent away. The 
work to be performed by these ships, and the 
fleet whose names wore printed some dava 
since, will joon be heard of.

and seizing the city themselves. Some of the 
most intelligent assert positively that the plans 
would have been carried out had they been 
able to know that Gen. Banks was in reality 
at hand, and that the few rebel soldiers would 
have been easily overpowered and the city 
easily captured and held in readiness to be 
handed over to the national authorities, on 
their arrival.
